Gun At 
Ocean Beach 


San Francisco is one of the 
few large cities in which the Ocean 
washes up to its curbstones. A 
few minutes’ ride, and the clamor 
of the city is shut out by the pound- 
ing of the surf. 

Along the sands which stretch 
for miles there were once the foot- 
prints of holy men and _ soldiers. 
On these shores Commandante Ri- 
vera and Father Palou walked in 
1774 and planted a cross on Point 
Lobos. There was scant human 
company then, a naked Indian or 
two gathering mussels along the 
beach. 4 

During the summer months, or at 
the slightest hint of sunshine, the 
beaches are always crowded. On 
the sands fishermen cast their lines 
into the surf, bathers run along 
the beach, or bask in the sunshine. 
Athietes in training turn cart- 
wheels, while girls in bathing suits 
plunge fearlessly into the water. 
‘Children’s laughter is heard above 
the sound of .the waves, as they 
romp and play ball on the sands. 


And horseback riders from the, 


Golden Gate Park bridle path gal- 
lop their frothing mounts into the 
surf, 

Pelicans, curlews and seagulls 
skim across the waves, and on 
some days a school of whales can 
be seen spouting lazily. Across the 
horizon ships move north and south 
to the West and dip over the rim 
of the world. Beyond that rim, the 
islands of the South Seas and Man- 
dalay, the Steppes of Manchuria 
and Thibet. 

Lying southward at one of the 
farther stretches of the ocean 
beach is the Fileishhacker Pool, 
known as the largest outdoor pool 
in the world. Sheltered picturesque- 
ly by grove of cypress trees, it is 
one Of the popular spots for San 
Franciscans during the warm 
months. 

Along the wide esplanade with 
amusement and food concessions, 
the familiar roller-coaster, fun 
house and merry-go-round, hot dog 
and hamburger stands that de- 
light the heart of young and old 
alike. : 

Famous to visitors is the Cliff 
House, square-shaped restaurant 
which is set upon the heights of 
the esplanade and overlooks the 
whitecapped ocean and 


of the shiny white seal rocks, upon 
which troupes of sea lions once 
disported, and filled the air a mile 
away with their bark and clamor. 
Today there are scarcely a dozen 
left, and their weakly roars can be 
heard above the sound of the waves. 

Once noted for it’s champagne 
cocktails, the Cliff House added 
much to the gaity of San Francis- 
20. Its present building, which is the 
chird to be built on the site, is a 
much quieter place, and is noted 
more for its Sunday morning break- 
fasts. 

Before the Cliff House was built, 
it was the fashion for wealthy fam- 
dies to pitch their tents on the 
aeights above the ocean and ga- 
;her wild strawberries there. In 
the 60’s there was an unprecedent- 
id tight rope performance on .the 
ea’s edge.

1943 Brought New Community 
To San Francisco 


A year ago today Middle Point, Navy Point, Candlestick 
Cove, Double Rock, Harbor Slope, South Gate, and Ridge 
Point, were ideas on blue print paper—anticipating the tre- 
mendous expansion of Hunter’s Point-Drydocks. 

The year 1943 saw the completion of all except Ridge 
Point, which is to be a high light of 1944. 

Three dormitory villages housing 1500 men are com- 
pleted and occupied. Three family dwelling developments, 
providing homes for over 2,000.families, are completed and 
occupied. 

Ridge Point, the one family project only partially fin- 
ished and occupied, will be ready for new Navy Yard work- 
ers and their families early in 1944. 

Three cafeterias have opened at the Point during 1948. 

Recreation Buildings have been equipped, staffed and 
are now functioning in every section. 

Health Centers and the Infirmary got into operation dur- 
ing the year. 

Nursery Schools, public schools and a Commercial Cen- 
ter will be ready to serve the Point residents within a few 
weeks. 

“Rome wasn’t built in a day’ nor in a year, either, but 
it is obvious that Hunter’s Point beat Rome’s record when 
we look over the 1943 accomplishments.

This announcement was made 
by Alec Steele, manager, who also 
manages Harbor Slope cafeteria at 
2 Ridge Point road, for the San 
Francisco Housing Authority. South 
Gate cafeteria was originally open- 
ed last. Thanksgiving day to serve 
‘civilian workers at the Hunter’s 
Point Navy Yard. 


With the most modern kitchen 
equipment and with a crew of 25, 
headed by the famous chef, Charles 
Hoffman, South Gate is prepared 
to serve more than, 2,000 meals a 
day. It is open from 6 a. m. to 10 
p. m. daily, including Sundays. 

Patrons have a selection of five 
different entrees, plus the regular 
specials, and almost any type of 
short order, Mr. Steele said. Whole- 
some food of homestyle cooking, 
prepared and served in the cleanest 
of surroundings and at moderate 
prices, is provided. 

Squth Gate cafeteria is on a 
direct route to the south entrance 
of Hunter’s Point, is within easy 
walking distance from Third street, 
or may be reached by bus which 
passes the building, and for those 
who drive there is ample parking 
space nearby.

City Fathers 
Visit Point 
Supervisors Interested in Tre= 


mendous Building for 
Navy War Workers. 


Hunter’s Point war housing and 
the Naval Drydocks were the ob- 
jects of keen interest shown by 
San Francisco’s city fathers who 
visited the Point the other day. 

Members of the” Board of Super- 
visors, including two newly-elected 
members, toured the entire Hjunter’s 
Point project. 


A visit to the Navy Yard followed 
where they were guests of Admiral 
W. L. Friedell and Captain N. L. 
Rawlings, officer-in-charge. 

The Navy Yard now has approxi- 
mately 8,000 employees, and before 
the expansion program is com- 
pleted, there will be nearly 20,000 
persons. When the Navy base is 
completed, it will represent a Fed- 
eral investment of about $55,000,000 
and Hunter’s Point Drydocks will 
become one of the largest bases 
devoted exclusively to navy repairs © 
in the entire country. 


In the meantime, the Housing 
; Authority is rushing completion of 
its seventh projecy: <uage Point, 
to accommmodate 2,000 ixmilies, 
after which it is expected that a 
new program calling for construc- 
tion of 1,000 more family dwelling 
units will be undertaken. 


2 NEW RECREATION — 
CENTERS OPEN 


Two more recreation centers in 
the Hunter’s Point Housing Project 
were taken over for supervision by 
the Recreation Department on Jan- 
uary 2,—Candlestick Cove with 1000 
families; and Double Rock, with 
500 families. This will make a 
total of six units now being operat- 
ed by the Recreation Department 
at this project. 


Ridge Point Center is now under 
construction and will probably be 
ready for operation about March 1. 
There will.be 20000 families in this 
division,

; Thief” U. $. Secret Service Asks 


Twelve million checks a month 
are being mailed by the United 
States Treasury Department. They 
are going principally to dependents 
of men in the armed forces—to the 
wives and mothers of men who are 
giving their all in the barren wastes 
of the Artic, in the far reaches of 
the Pacific, in the unbearable heat 
of the desert—that American ideals” 
may not. perish from the earth. 

“That anyone would stoop to the 
level of pilfering these checks from 
mailboxes is well nigh unbelievable, 
yet true,” the Treasury says. 

Because of the hardships occas- 
ioned by such thievery, and due to 
the necessary investigation and rou- 
tine of issuing a duplicate check, 
the United States Secret Service 
has requested that everyone join‘in 
a nation-wide campaign of educa- 
tion designed to protect :payees and 
merchants against this meanest of 
all thieves. 

When cashing checks for others, 
the Secret Service suggests these 
four points. ~ 

1. Know your endorsers. — 

2. Before cashing a Govern- 
ment check for a stranger, 
ask yourself this question 
—TIf the bank returns this 
eheck as a forgery, can I 
find the forger and recov- 
my loss?” 

8. Have all. checks

by the employee who cash- 


es them. 

4. Insist upon having all 
checks endorsed in your 
presence. 


PROTECT THAT CHECK 
If an allotment or allowance 
check is received from the Govern- 
ment, the Secret Service urges that 
these simple suggestions be fol- 
lowed. 


1. Never endorse a check until} 


you are actually in the presence 
of the person who will cash it. 


2. Be sure your mailbox is locked. 


8. Whenever possible, arrange 
with your mail carrier to de- 
liver all checks in person ra- 
ther than to the box. 

4. See that your name is printed 
plainly on your mailbox. 


5. If you change your address no- 
tify the postal authorities im- 
mediately. 

6. Cash your checks in the same 

ifiace each month. 

. Cash your. checks yourself. 
Don’t. send small children to 
the store with it. Such a prac- 
tice encourages juvenile delin- 
quency and already one Feder- 
al Judge has sentenced a mer- 
chant for cashing a Govern- 
ment check for a child, ob- 
viously not the payee.

MORE CAFETERIAS - 


The Navy Yard will shortly have 
two new cafeterias to provide ade- 
auate feeding service. for Point 
employees. An appropriation of 
$175,000 was received by the Navy 
Department this week for the ex- 
pansion of cafeteria facilities. 


“Plans are now under way for the 
epnstruction of two new eating 
units and the enlargement of the 
present yard cafeteria. One cafe- 
teria will be built at the submarine 
base and will accommodate approxi- 
mately 400 persons. The other will 
be located at the Administration 
building and will seat 150 em- 
ployees. 

The present yard cafeteria will 
serve as the central galley for all 
eating units on the yard, The two 
new cafeterias will be serving units 
only. Food will be delivered to them 
from the galley and will be kept 
hot in new thefmostat cookers. 

To meet the extra load, the yard 
cafeteria will be remodeled. A new 
wing, doubling the actual amount 
of cooking space will be built. The 
seating space will remain the same 
however. 


Navy Repairs Big 
War Contribution 


While ship building in San 
Francisco Bay has been empha- 
sized as one of the biggest wartime 
industries, Naval repair is consid- 
ered the most important contribu- 
tion to shipping, according to 
speakers at a recent public hear- 
ing conducted by the .San Fran- 
cisco Housing Authority on reliev- 
ing the shortage for families of 
military personnel. 

That is why the expansion pro- 
gram at the Hunter’s Point naval 
drydocks is considered so import- 
ant. 

Although shipyards are return- 
ing to a six-day week and some of 
them are eliminating the grave- 
yard shift, as the country is reach- 
ing its peak in ship building, the 
program for expansion of the Hunt- 
er’s Point navy drydocks is pro- 
ceeding without letup.

In that black tarpaper shack re- 
ferred to at Ridge Point as the 
Maintenance Office great schemes 
are being hatched for the beautifi- 
cation of the largest housing project 
on Hunter’s Point. Mr. F. V. Cook 
is dreaming up the schemes, but he 
is also bringing them to reality in 
a vee hard working and practical 
way. Not so many months from 
now,as you walk along Palou 
Avenue, then up to Navy Road by 
the eross streets, you will see 
raasses of color, carpets of lav- 
ender flowered masenbryanthemum, 
more familiarly known as_ ice 
plants, interspersed with patches 
yellow California poppies and 
fragrant white sweet elyssum. 
Green and flowered shrubbery will 
be growing along the roadside, and 
eucalyptus trees will be putting 
down their roots, getting ready to 
grow towards the sun and form 
chose graceful pictures against the 
sky that are so much a part of 
California. The perpendicular banks 
above Navy Road will be covered 
with honeysuckle, mattress vines, 
Spanish jasmine, and Philadephus 
Mexicana, with its clusters of 
fragrant creamy blossoms. Here 
and there you will see the blue of 
plumbago capensis, and the white 
of star jasmine. 

There are 78 acres at Ridge Point 
to’ be landscaped, arid Mr. Cook 
bas estimated he will need nine 
thousand plants, shrubs and vines 
to eover the area. Securing these 
plants represented a problem, and 
he has solved it with the help of 
the many friends he has made in 
his years of nursery and landscape 
work. 

* Thousands of cuttings were given 
to us by his friends on large estates 
down the Peninsula. These were 
brought back and cut up into small 
pieces and. planted in sand. Prob- 
vably you have seen men with gar- 
den shears in their hands sitting 
around what appeared to be a 
huge stack of dead brush in back 
of the Maintenance Office, snipping 
and snipping all day long. Every 
Snip meant that some day, some- 
where on Ridge Point, a vine or a

THE HOME SHIFT 
ae everyone thinks alike on this 
marketing business. Some girls 
plan their meals for a week in ad- 
vance, and do most of their market- 
ing in big batches. Others figure 
in two-day shifts and market every 


“shopping-bag-to-table” system of 
planning and buying a day at a 
time. : 
It stands to reason that planning 
jn advance means better, more 
economical meals, but whatever 
system works best for you, is, of 


basic rules of good nutrition. . 

For example: dinner should in- 
elude some protein food—meat, 
fish, eggs, or cheese, or beans. 
There should be energy food, too, | 
in the form of potatoes, rice ma- 
caroni, or something of the sort} 
in addition to bread. Then the veg- | 
etables — two if possible — one of 
which is served raw, as in a salad. | 
Dessert, if you like; milk for all 
when. it is available. Gers 
- With such a pattern in mind, | 
you're likely to come out with; 


TRY THESE WASHING 
SHORT-CUTS 

“When washing shirts to be dried 
indoors, dry them on coat hangers 
—-saves drying space. After you 
iron shirts, don’t bother to fold, ! 
just hang on hangers in the closet— 
if you have closet space, that is. 
Even when shirts must eventually 
be folded, it’s smart to slip them 
over coat hangers to dry thorough- 
ly after ironing. 

Don’t want to bother to make 
a little dab of starch for those 
shirt collars? Then make up a batch 
in advance and keep it in the re- 
frigerator. At starching time, take 
out as much as you need, dilute 
with hot water, put through a 
strainer if starch seems lumpy, and 
use. 

To dry handkerchiefs and small 
silk things, spread them on bath 


tially dry—just right for ironing— 


DON’T BE LIKE THAT 
Do you get over-tired and all- 
gone feeling by the middle of the 
morning? Don’t be like that. Follow 
the latest good advice from nutri- 


tein foods for breakfast. Some days 
have eggs and bacon or sausages, 
along with the usual fruit, toast 
and coffee. Other days, oatmeal or 
other whole-grain cereal with top 
milk. The extra protein in eggs, 
meat, cereals, milk, helps to rebuild 
broken down cells and to keep you 
from feeling “washed out”. 


Yes, of cOurse, some of the “pro- 
tein” foods are scarce, but many 
nutritionists do believe that it’s 
best to get a good allowance of 
protein at breakfast time, even 
though it does mean cutting down 
somewhat on it at lunch and din- 
ner. 


FOR THE LUNCH BOXES 


Next time you fix cabbage, save 
the heart for lunch boxes. Wrapped 
in damp paper towel, then in wax- 
ed paper, those crisp, crunchy pieces 
make a swell out-of-hand salad. 


Having celery for dinner? Save 
the leafy ends to put into sand- 
wiches. The crisp leaves take the 
place of lettuce—but, unlike let- 
tuce, do not cause the bread to be- 
come soggy. 


Remember, those advocados that 


jyou now see in the markets are 
jswell for lunch boxes. 


One good 
way to do is to cut around the avo- 
eado lengthwise without separat- 
ing the halves. Then carry it whole 
in the lunch box. At eating time, 
break the fruit in two, give half 
toa friend. Mighty good when 
dashed with salt and a squirt of 
lemon juice and eaten out of the 
shell with a spoon. 


MIGHTY TASTY TUNA 
DISH 


Put 1 cup rice to cook in 2 cups 
boiling water with 1 teaspoon salt 
in a tightly covered saucepan, heat 
to boiling, then turn heat low and 
let steam 25 minutes. Hard cook 2 
or 3 eggs. While rice and eggs cook, 
make a cream sauce or open a can 
of condensed cream soup; add a 7- 
oz. can of tuna, broken into big 
pieces, season with salt and pepper 
and heat thoroughly. Shell the hard- 
cooked eggs and cut them in quart- 
ers lengthwise. Spoon the cooked 
rice to form a rough ring or border 
on a platter, pour the creamed tuna 
in the center, arrange the quartered 
eggs over all, dash with paprika. 
Makes a hearty dish for 3 or 4, 
and it’s all fixed inside of 30 min- 
utes. You might round out the din- 


tion researchers and eat more pro- 


ner with a big green salad. 


JUST TRY THESE ROLLS 


1 egg, beaten 1 teaspoon grated 

i cake fresh yeast orange rind ; 
crumbled 4% cup orange juice 

% cup sugar . % cup warm water 

1 teaspoon salt 6 . tablespoons melted 


shortening 
3% cups sifted flour 

Beat these ingredients until smooth. Turn out on a floured board 
and knead until smooth and elastic. Grease the mixing bowl, put thé 
ball of dough back into it,-grease the top, cover, and keep in a warm 
place until dough is double in bulk. Punch down, let stand a few min- 
utes, then roli out %-inch thick, cut into circles, crease each circle 
with back of knife, and fold over with a small piece of orange in the 
fold. Place on greased baking pans, cover, and let rise until almost 
double in bulk. Bake in a fairly hot oven (425 degrees farenheit) about 
15 minutes. While warm, spread with Orange Icing made by creaming 
3 tablespoons butter with 1 teaspoon grated orange rind, and working in 
gradually 1% cups sifted powdered sugar, 3 tablespoons orange juice, 
and 2 tablespoons lemon juice. Serve rolls warm. This recipe makes 
30 of them. 


MARVELOUS MEAT BALLS 


1.lb. lean beef, ground % teaspoon pepper 

2 or 3 times 1 egg, beaten 
4 Holland rusks, crushed, 1 cup top milk 

or 1 cup toast crumbs 1 small onion, minced 
1 teaspoon corn starch 1 teaspoon butter or 
1 teaspoon salt margarine 

Combine ingredients, frying onion in butter or Margarine and 

adding last. Mix thoroughly with the hands. Shape into 40 or 42 small 
balls. Fry (a skillet-full at a time) in the onion skillet, adding more 
butter or margarine as needed. As fast as balls brown, put them into 
a saucepan. When all have been fried, stir 2 tablespoons flour into the 
fat in the skillet, then_stir in 2 cups water. Add a bouillon cube, season 
to taste, pour over the meat balls, cover, and simmer 20 to 30 minutes. 
Makes. enough to serve 5 or 6 generously, and any left over balls are 
fine reheated. They take time to fix—but are they good! Try them

BAKING APPLES? Don’t bother to core 
the whole apples. Just cut them in two and quick- 
ly spoon out the cores from each half, Arrange 
in baking dish, add syrup (% cup sugar and % 
cup water to 3 or 4 apples); cover, bake till tender. 


MAKING BISCUITS? Don’t bother always 
to roll out biscuits. Make drop biscuits instead by 
dropping spoonfuls of dowzh onto greased baking 
sheet and baking as usual. They’ll be bumpy, but 
good! 


YOUR CHILD 


Give a Child Time To Learn 

One of the hardest things for the 
parents is to let a child do things 
for himself at his own pace, nei- 
ther holding him back nor pushing 
him too fast. It takes time and pa- 
tience to sit by and let the 3 year 
old try to lace his own shoes, but 
he is learning a new and compli- 
cated act, and he needs plenty of 
time to do it correctly. 

‘Do not hurry a little child when 
he is learning. Do not foree him 
into prolonged effort when he is 
tired. 

“You lace that shoe and Ill lace 
this one” may be a good plan for 
the beginner. 

Do not call a child slow nor 
speak to him sharply about his mis- 
takes. Let him see how it should 
be done, and if unsuccessful to- 
day, let him try again to-morrow.

MAKING SALAD?: When there isn’t time 
to fix the usual bowl salad of torn lettuce, just 
wash the head, cut crosswise into slices and 
serve on individual salad plates, topped with fav- 


HAVING CREAMED ONIONS? Don’t stop 
to peel them, drop them as is into a kettle of boil- 
ing water, and let boil 5 minutes. Remove and slip 
off the outside skins—they come off slick as any- 
thing. Cut off tails and any bits of root, then put 
the skinned onions back to cook till tender, using 
fresh boiling water. Cream as usual. 


SAUSAGE FOR BREAKFAST? 
sage, like all fresh pork, must be well cooked. 
If you’re lucky enough to have it for breakfast, 
here’s how to manage without slowing up the 
breakfast getting. Night before while you’re wash- 
ing dishes, put sausage to fry in skillet. When 
done, pour off most of the fat, set skillet aside 
tili morning, then put back to heat—it will be 
ready in a jiffy. 

COOKING BEANS. All dried beans cook 
faster if soaked before cooking. If time is short 
you can speed up soaking by covering beans with 
hot water instead of cold.
